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SUBJECT: PERUVIAN FONMIN SPEAKS ON PERUVIAN ECONOMIC-POLITICAL 
POLICY 

1. THE OFFICIAL DAILY EL PERUANO OF MARCH 26 PRINTS TEXT OF 
SPEECH BY FONMIN DE LA FLOR AT A DINNER THE DAY BEFORE 
IN HONOR OF VISITING BULGARIAN FONMIN MLADENOV. DE LA FLOR 
STATED THAT: 

-THE PERUVIAN REVOLUTION IS AN AUTONOMOUS AND CREATIVE 
PROCESS RESPONSIVE TO PERUVIAN NATIONAL PROBLEMS. THE REVOLUTION 
MERGES THE FORCES FOR ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT WITH THOSE FOR 
NATIONAL LIBERATION. 

- THE FOREIGN POLICY OF PERU IS BASED ON A UNIVERSAL AND 
PLURALISTIC PHILOSOPHY AND PERU NOW ENJOYS RELATIONS WITH ALT. 
COUNTRIES OF THE WORLD, INCLUDING SOCIALIST STATES. PERU 
RESPECTS AND SUPPORTS THIRD WORLD EFFORTS FOR AUTONOMOUS AND 
INDEPENDENT DEVELOPMENT. 

- PERU SUPPORTS THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE NON-ALIGNED MOVEMENT 
IN ITS EFFORTS TO RADICALLY CHANGE THE UNJUST ECONOMIC ORDER 
AND IN ITS SUPPORT OF THE STRUGGLES OF PROGRESSIVE AND 
REVOLUTIONARY FORCES. 
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OF THE THIRD WORLD AGAINST AN UNJUST POLITICAL AND 

ECONOMIC ORDER SUPPORTED BY COUNTRIES WHICH, THROUGH COLONIALISM 

AND NEOCOLONIALISM, HAVE ENJOYED THE BENEFITS OF THE OLD ORDER. 

THIS SITUATION CREATES TENSION BETWEEN THE GREAT POWERS, LOCAL CON 
FLICTS AND AN ARMS RACE THAT THREATEN INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND 
SECURITY. 

FORCES TO RELAX THIS TENSION ARE THEREFORE WELCOME. THE "VELASCO 
DOCTRINE" OF ARMS LIMITATION INDICATES THE ANDEAN PACT COUNTRIES 
RECOGNIZE THE NEED: (1) TO PUT MORE RESOURCES INTO DEVELOPMENT, 

(2) TO RELAX INTERNATIONAL TENSIONS, AND (3) TO FACILITATE ECONOMIC 
COOPERATION AND INTEGRATION. 

- PERU, THROUGH INTERNATIONAL FORUMS, HAS OBJECTED TO THE POLICY 
OF "CERTAIN" TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS THAT SEEK TO CREATE OR 
SUPPORT ARTIFICIAL CONFLICTS IN ORDER TO MAINTAIN THEIR ARMS 
MARKET AND PERPETUATE THE DEPENDENCE OF UNDERDEVELOPED COUNTRIES. 

- IT IS IMPOSSIBLE TO SEPARATE THE PROBLEM OF PEACE FROM THE 
PROBLEM OF DEVELOPMENT. THE PROBLEM OF PEACE IMPLIES A RADICAL 
RECONSTRUCTION OF INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC RELATIONS, THE ELIMINA- 
TION OF ALL FORMS COLONIAL AND NEOCOLONIAL DOMINATION AND THE 
OBSERVANCE OF THE PRINCIPLES OF NON-INTERVENTION AND RESPECT 
FOR NATIONAL SOVEREIGNTY. 

2. THE BULGARIAN FONMIN IS REPORTEDLY HERE TO DISCUSS VARIOUS 
ECONOMIC AND AGRUCULTURAL PROJECTS. 
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
